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Stamp. News From Washington 


N the night of January 25, the 

Postmaster General announced 

fy that the date of issue for the two 

3c values of the Army-Navy 

series would be February 18, with Wash- 
ington as the city of first day sale. 

The 3c Army stamp will bear three 
oval portraits as the central subjects, 
in the following order, Generals Sher- 
man, Grant and Sheridan. At the base 
of each oval will be the name of the 
officer depicted there above. 

Portraits of Admirals Farragut and 
Porter form the central design of the 
3c Navy stamp. The portraits are in 
ovals with a reproduction of the general 
type of warship of that period between. 
At the base of the ovals are the names 
Farragut and Porter and below the ovals 
are the names of the historic vessels 
under the command of these officers, 
“U.S.S. Hartford” at the left and 
“U.S.S. Powhatan” at the right. 

Collectors may send the usual 10 cov- 
ers for each of these stamps, self- 
addressed, enclosing proper cash or 
money order remittance to cover cost 
of required number of stamps for these 
covers to the Postmaster, Washington, 
B C.

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Chewing t the Rag

ERE’S that booklet of Mr. Ash- 
HH brook’s on the 10c 1857 and I’m 
ever so much obliged for it, Har- 
ry. It was grand reading. Made the 
days of ’49 and then the Pony Express 
seem almost alive again. And I learned 


a lot about stamps, too. Never had 
heard of a “position dot” before, for 
instance, and I sure was astonished to 


know what a lot of tiny varieties there 
can be of one stamp. You say other jobs 
like that have been done, other than 
Dr. Chase’s? 

Yes, indeed, Fred. Mr. Ashbrook did 
the same thing himself with the Ic 
1851-57. The 5c New York, the 5c and 
10c 1847 and the 10c 1851 have all been 
plated. Also most of the Confederate 
stamps—I don’t know how many such 
philatelic masterpieces. 

Well, they are masterpieces all right, 
but just what use are they? I can’t 
quite see the value of the time put into 
them. What difference does it make to 
know whether a stamp comes from plate 
1 or plate 10, early state or late state? 

I wondered if you wouldn’t ask that, 
Fred. It does a lot of good. In the first 
place, a man who is specializing on a 
certain stamp wants all the tiny varieties 
of it and from those works he knows 
how many there are and what to look 
for. And he can’t be fooled. Crooks 
who don’t know all they should will 
sometimes try to doctor up a certain 
stamp and sell it as a rare type. But,

in their ignorance, they’ll pick the wrong 
stamp to doctor. It will have certain 
tiny marks that prove it to be stamp so 
and so. But the expert is aware that 
stamp so and so doesn’t carry the special 


| feature that has been added, so at once 


brands it as a fake. See? 

Then take the Confederates. Those 
stamps were extensively counterfeited 
some years ago, but the experts can tell 
the fakes almost at a glance. They even 
know from their studies all the offices at 
which, for instance, the 20c was put on 
sale. So, if a cover turns up postmarked 
from another town they simply turn 
thumbs down on it at once. 

Further than that, they know definite 
ly the colors of the canceling inks used, 
and where, so it is mighty hard to fool 
them. I had an instance of that a while 
ago. In the collection of a cousin I ran 
across a cover with a strip of three of 
the Confederate 2c red-brown, nicely 
tied on by a violet postmark. The send 
er might have used the 6c because he 
didn’t have a 5c stamp, but it didn’t 
look good to me and I told my cousin 
so. 

He went right to bat. Said he had 
had that cover for some 30 years and 
was sure it was good. That made me 
more suspicious, for it was about that 
long ago when the bulk of the counter- 
feiting was done. He let me take the 
cover and the expert to whom I showed 
it promptly stated that it was a fake, 
because only three towns in the Con- 
federacy had used violet canceling ink 
and this was not from one of them. So 
my cousin and I soaked the stamps off— 
and under them we found where the 
real stamp had been, with part of a 
smaller postmark showing! 

Well I'll be darned! I had no idea of 
such things. I’m beginning to see the 
value of stamp study. Has anything of 
that sort gone on with later stamps? 

Oh, yes. In your collection of 20th 
Century pets you will have to include 
coils, of course, and you'll have to look 
out. Have you a mint block of the im- 
perforate 2c Shield? Yes? Well, what 
is to prevent some sharper from cutting 
some of those blocks into pairs, perfor- 
ating them properly and working them 
off as the very scarce Coils, 321 and 
322? 

Not a thing in the world that I can 
see. Gosh, it sort of gives me the shiv- 
ers. If they are correctly perforated 
there is no possible way of telling them, 
is there? 

Yes, Fred, fortunately there is. A 
philatelic expert will tell you that the 
imperforate stamps are a little different 
in shade from the perforate ones and so 
can tell positively whether the coils are 
fakes or not. So, you see how well 
philately protects the green collector. I 
guess that’s enough for tonight. Next 


week we’ll go back to the early stamps 
again for a while.

On the one penny sheets, due to vari- 
eties of setting and different arrange- 
ment of the marginal advertising, there 
are 21 different sheets. Of these, 14 
sheets occur with the perforations run- 
ning right thru all four margins, in the 
other seven the perforations do not run 
thru the right hand margin. (This last 
statement does not apply to the ordinary 
booklet sheets fromm which the right hand 
margin has been trimmed.) 

In the half-penny sheets there are only 
ten different settings of the marginal ad- 
vertisements, all of which occur with the 
perforations running thru all four mar- 
gins. Four of these also occur with the 
perforation not running thru the right 
hand margin. 

To make up the 21 sheets, in the case 
of the half-penny certain settings of ad- 
vertisements are repeated, there being in 
the pane, as in the case of the Ip., 14 
sheets with perforations running thru all 
four margins and seven sheets with the 
perforations not running thru the right 
hand margin. There are therefore four 
duplicates in the pane with sheets per- 
forated thru on all sides and three dupli- 





cates with perforations not running thru 
the right margin. 

South African collectors are attempting 
to plate the panes and hope to discover 
and identify the position of all panes.

Postmaster General James A. Farley 
announced February Ist, the issuance of 
two new air-mail stamps in the 20-cent 
and 50-cent denominations in connection 
with the new schedule of reduced postage 
rates for the trans-Pacifjc air-mail serv- 
ice which are to become effective upon 
the extension of the present trans-Paci- 
fic route beyond Manila to Macao and 
Hong Kong, China. 

At the same time it was announced 
that the first flight on the new through 
service from the United States to China 
will leave San Francisco on March 24, or 
soon thereafter. Announcement of the 
exact date of this flight will be made 
later by the Post Office Department. 

The new schedule of reduced trans- 
Pacific rates established by the Post 
Office Department of the United States 
is as follows:

Konwiser stated that Jar- 
rett’s stamp was just as genuine as the 
two copies of the Annapolis “5-cent red” 
already in Casparry’s collection. 





Carlyle M. Thornton, a stamp dealer, 
of 411 East Fifty-third Street, New York, 
was drawn on a jury to hear a case of 
the celebrated cafe racket that is being 
prosecuted by Thomas E. Dewey and in- 
volves $2,000,000 of extortion. Mr. 
Thornton should get experience in rackets 
that might come in handy in the future 
at trials of stamp racketeers. 





The following is from the Reader’s 
Digest for January, 1937: 

Charles R. Walters, of one of the large 
banks in New York City, was assigned 
to prepare a confidential report on a cer- 
tain corporation. He knew of only one 
man who possessed the facts, the presi- 
dent. As Mr. Walters was ushered into 
his office, a young woman stuck her head 
through a door and told the president 
that she didn’t have any stamps for him 
that day. “I am collecting stamps for my 
12-year-old son,” the president explained. 

Mr. Walters stated his mission, and 
began asking questions.

Then he remembered that the foreign 
department of his bank collected stamps, 
taken from letters pouring in from every 
continent. 

“The next afternoon I called on this 
man again,” said Mr. Walters, “and sent 
in word that I had some stamps for his 
boy. He greeted me radiating smiles. 
‘My George will love this one,’ he kept 
saying as he fondled the stamps. This 
is a treasure.’ 

“We spent half an hour talking stamps, 
and then devoted more than an hour of 
his time to giving me every bit of infor- 
mation — without even suggesting it.”
